As a matter of fact, the season for 
harness horse racing is really longer 
in this country than it is over the bor- 
der, for we begin our regular race meet- 
ings before even the earliest of the 
half mile track meetings are launched 
in Unele Sam’s domain, 

The races under the auspices of the 
Toronto Driving Club that were held 
at Dufferin Park on the holiday were 
more than ordinarily successful from a 
financial point of view, as the attend- 
anee was the largest that has been seen 
at such a meeting on the track for a 
long time. 

Of course the greatly improved ac-

Ray, the 
owner of McEwen, was not satisfied the 
northern flyer.could repeat the trick, as 
he had John MeEwen more fit for this 
race, and he informed his friends that 
he thought John would reverse the ver- 
dict, which he did in the easiest possible 
manner, after a tough first heat, made 
so by a break at the first turn. MeEwen 
lost much ground through the break, 
but so much did he outelass the field 
opposed to him that Ray sent him after 
the heat, although no reasonable man 
would expect him to make a drive un 
der the circumstances, He won, how- 
ever, which is to the credit of the pacer 
that never acknowledges defeat.

**Persecuting Printer’s’’ Bible, contain- 
ing the phrase, ‘‘Printers have perse- 
euted me without cause’’ (Psalms, 
exix.: 161). The substitution of the 
word ‘‘printers’’ for ‘‘princes’’ is res- 
ponsible for the giving of this name to 
this Bible. 

All we know of this edition is stated 
by Stevens in his catalogue of the Cax 
ton Exhibition of Bibles. This author- 
ity tells us that these words were put 
into a Bable printed before 1702, 

There is also the ‘‘Ears to Ear’’ 
Bible, in which oceurs the expression 
‘*Whoso hath ears to ear, let him hear’’ 
(Matthew xii.: 43), This adaptation to 
cockney usage is found in an octavo 
Bible published by the Oxford Press in 
into a Bible printed before 1702, 

Among the curious Bibles may 
mentioned the ‘‘Standing Fishes’ 
Bible, containing the phrase, ‘‘And it 
shall come to pass that the fishes shall 
stand upon it,’’ ete. (Ezekiel xlvii.: 
10). The word ‘‘fishes’’ is used for 
‘*fishers’’ in a quarto Bible printed by 
the king’s printer in London, in 1806, 
and reprinted in a quarto edition of

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ORRIS A. HALL has been writing 
for ‘‘The Commercial Vehicle’’ a 
4 series of papers dealing with the 
desirability of left-side control in com- 
mercial vehicles, In the October num- 
ber he cites several operative reasons 
why left-side control ‘‘makes for vehi- 
ele efficiency,’’ not only in trucks and 
delivery wagons, but in taxicabs. For 
the small-parcel wagon such control is 
‘*ideal.’’ He says, in the course of 
this article: 

‘With the driver located at the left 
side, away from the curb, the delivery 
bey would be placed on the curb side 
or right side, toward which all deliver- 
ies will be made. Sorting the parcels 
ae the car is driven between stops, the 
boy will have the parcel or parcels 
ready before the house is reached, so 
that be can jump off even before the 
stop is made, being half-way toward 
the house before the vehicle is really 
at a standstill. Similarly with his seat 
lweated on the right side, the same boy 
ean call to the driver to start, and 
catch the car and swing into his seat 
before the car has gained headway 
no matter how rapidly it may acceler- 
ate. his, too, is a matter in which the 
motor-vebicle is not now able to com- 
pete with the horse-wagon, for just this 
reason, the horsed wagon is driven from 
the left side, so as to leave the right 
side free for the delivery boy to oper- 
ate as described. Why not fight fire 
with fire, and compete with horses upon 
their cwn lines of greatest efficiency? 

‘*A light delivery wagon, too, must 
mangeuvre rapidly, turning quickly 
around corners, etc., reducing the delays 
and lost time to a minimum in order to 
make up for the time lost in stops, in 
which the horse has the aevacnege 
Now, one thing that is specifically 
elaimed for left-side control is that 
turns to the right may be made with 

val facility as with Mght-side control, 
while turns to the left are made more 
easily, more _dan- 


e driver to look back and see over- 
taking pleasure vehicles, horse-drawn 
trueks, or cars. 

‘“The same obtains with only one 
man, a combined driver and delivery 
man, both driving the wagon and de- 
livering the parcels. In stopping the 
wagon, the driver cannot jump off and 
on as could the extra boy, for one time 
he must stop the wagon and the other 
he must start it. But in all other re- 
speets the two cases are parallel. The 
driver can stop, seize the parcel, and 
jamp out on the curb side much more 
readily than could the driver of a right- 
side controlled car, on which the driver 
must get out on the left side, into the 
middle of the street, thence running 
arewnd the car to make the delivery, 
renning around it again to get into the 
geat, which can only be done from the 
left side. 

‘*While the foregoing general reasons 
and, in fact, nearly all of those applied 
to the light delivery wagon apply with 
equal foree to the cab, whether for 
private or public service, there are a 
number of reasons peculiar to this ser- 
vice which make the left-side control 
particularly desirable. In the use of a 
eab by several passengers the extra 
fare must sit on the front platform 
with the driver. If this driver’s posi- 
tion be on the right, the fare is placed 
on the left, and can only get out or off 
the eab by stepping off on the road 
side, which road may or may not be 
muddy. Further, in order that the 
driver get out ef his cab to attend to 
anything, he must get out on that left 
aide across or over the passenger, or 
else he must ask the passenger to get 
out first. An additional reason for the 
left-side control in taxicabs is the 
trunk-earrying space, Now with the 
driver on the right side, the trunk 
most be on the left, in which position 
it must be earried around the cab both 
loading and unloading, Trunks are 
usually loaded heavily so that this 
carrying of a loaded trunk around a 
ear twice, and both times unnecessart- 
ly, is no laughing matter, 

‘(Like a delivery wagon, a taxicab 
must manoeuvre readily and quickly, 
depot streets being closely packed with 
vehicles and usually narrow, too. For 
this very purpose designers of cabs 
pave made wheelbases short and steer- 
ing-locks large, sometimes, too, at some

THE NEW FACTS ABOUT TIBET 

AND CHINA 

HE Indian Government has order- 
ed ti to be moved to the Ti- 
betan border to counteract ¢er- 
tain moves on the part of the Chinese 
in Tibet. Mr, Perceval Landers, who 
accompanied the Younghusband expedi- 
tion to Tibet in 1904, says in the Tele- 
graph that ‘‘the steady expansion of 
China to the west and southwest has 
already brought her troops upon what 

is unquestionably Indian soil,’’ 

He also says that when the Dalai 
Lama returned to Lhasa in 1909 ‘‘he 
found Tibet no longer a semi-independ- 
ent province, The Chinese were hold- 
ing the important political centres with 
a military stren that made it im- 
possible for the Tibetans any longer to 
retain their old autonomy. In three 
months he was flying from it for his 
life to British India.’’ ‘‘From that 
moment ‘Tibet ceased to be an inde- 
pendent adjunct to the Chinese empire, 
and all pretence of permitting self-gov- 
ernment in any form ceased, It is at 
dope not merely a Chinese province, 

ut governed with unusual rigor by an 
autocratic pro-consul and an army of 
oceupation, From this moment onwards 
no buffer state will exist between the 
Chinese empire and India, The Chinese 
army of occupation is actually at the 
northern gates of India,’’ 

Mr. Landon professes to see in these 
new facts the first ripple of that west- 
ern-moving flood of Chinese emigration 
which is picturesquely described as the 
yellow peril. 

‘““The movement of British troops to 
the Tibetan frontier is,’’ says the Spec- 
tator, ‘‘the best kind of proclamation 
that we can not be indifferent to the 
events that are taking place, and that 
we do not mean to allow our rights to 
suffer or be infringed in the slightest 
degree. 

“The Tibetan question cannot pos- 
sibly be approached solely from the In- 
dian point of view. Tnat point of view 
is, of course, of great importance, and 
must be fully understood and recogniz- 
ed; but the fact remains that it is only 
part of a whole. We are bound to con- 
sider the Tibetan problem in the light 
of our general policy towards the Chi- 
nese empire, a policy which is fraught 
with considerations of the first moment. 
While we play the part of a good friend 
to China, she must be deasly made to 
understand that we do not intend to 
tolerate any vague and shadowy claims 
of suzerainty on her behalf over states 
and territories along the Himalayan 
rampart-wall or on the Burmese fron- 
tiers, which are unmistakably within 
our political sphere cf influence. 

‘‘But though our policy towards 
China must be firm, we must also be 
most careful not to give the impression 
to the Chinese that we are in any sense 
menacing the integrity of their empire, 
or endeavoring to pursue a course of 
action which can in any way be re- 
warded as one of ‘snipping off’ pieces 
of that empire. 

‘*China at this moment is entering 
upon a period which, though it might 
be an exaggeration to call it revolu- 
tionary, is at any rate a period of gre 
internal unrest. The people of China 
are becoming politically self-conscious. 
Now, in all such cases one phenomenon 
is constant.

[In such a condition, it is almost foolish 
to ask which position of control would 
be the better, for the left-hand position 
has so very many advantages that no 
argument is possible, This is why such 
trucks are usually built with left-side 
control, Again, nearly all heavy truck 
loads are bulky; if the load is not, the 
body is, which amounts to the same 
thing. With the driver on the left, 
it is possible at least to see approach- 
ing vehicles on the road ahead, and 
overtaking vehicles on the road behind. 
This cannot be said of right-side con- 
trol under similar cireumstances.’’

‘*Motor Age’’ recently printed an 
article intended to remove a miscon- 
ception prevalent among little informed 
buyers, as to the low-priced car 
being of necessity an ‘‘assembled car,’’ 
it being contended that the mauufac- 
turer could not afford to make his own 
parts when selling a car for less than 
$1,000. The writer asserts that these 
assumptions are ‘‘diametrically wrong, 
and that if there be any car that should 
be made entirely by one manufacturer 
it is the low-priced car.’’ In order to 
build this type of car, the maker must 
build the car in large quantities. That 
is the only possible way in which sueh 
a ear, worthy to be called a ear, can 
be produced. The point is that, in mak- 


ing an bled car, profits are made

into the composition of the car. Hence 
the car costs heavily to make. 
* *. *. 


‘*Tt is a fact that a concern turning 
out over 10,000 cars a year can turn 
out a cheaper and a better car the more 
parts of that car it makes in its own 
factory. There is money for the cheap- 
ear maker in forging his own crank- 
shafts, front axles, cam shafts, steering- 
gear parts, and all gear blanks. It 
takes money to install a forge plant, 
and it requires expert work to handle 
such a plant, but once it is installed 
a profit will result when the car output 
of the company is large. By a com- 
pany having its own forge plant the 
only money made is not simply that 
saved in reduced cost, but that saved 
in ready delivery, It is worth thou- 
sands to a concern not to have to wait 
for materials. Where a concern makes 
its own frames there is no paying ex- 
press on them or waiting for them at 
times when delays in deliveries mean 
loss of sales, The ear-builder, who is a 
manufacturer from the ground up, is 
free from that worry of waiting, writ 
ing and wiring for materials, and is 
also spared that expense of having 
perhaps ten or more travellers going all 
over the country in search of a few 
extra axles at one place, a few more 
frames at another point, some radiators 
at a third, and some crankshafts at a 
fourth. 

‘“‘The carmaker who has his own 
forge plant, who stamps his own frames, 
makes his own radiators, and, in fact, 
makes practically all of his car exeept 
the magneto and earburetter, is lord of 
the field and does not fear competition. 
He makes his own parts and knows 
what materials enter into them. He is 
free from the worry as to how different 
parts will stand up, and he is not com- 
pelled to spend money taking down and 
then reassembling motors or other parts 
that have been purchased from parts- 
makers, and have been so Ree put 
together that they have to be taken 
apart and properly assembled, Because 
of these many angles it seems most 
logical that the low-priced car should 
first, last, and always be a home-made 
product, and if so the maker cannot 
afford to do anything else than put out 
the best possible product, This is the 
cheapest policy. If he puts out a cheap 
product he is compelled to replace axles 
or other parts, and where the output is 
up in the thousands the expense of 
replacing parts is much greater than 
that of putting good workmanship into 
a car at the start,’’ 

In order that a low-priced car may 
succeed on the market it must be well 
made from good material and good 
workmanship. Manufacturers who have 
turned out poorly made cars at low 
prices ‘‘have not been able to exist.’’ 
Others who have contrived to continue 
their existence ‘fare spending more in 
replacing defective parts than it would 
have cost to make the parts of better 
material and workmanship at the 
start.’’ It is imperative that the low 
priced car shall be an honest car, The 
assembled ear ean never have a leading 
place in the low-priced field, Indeed, 
it will soon be quite impossible for 
makers who assemble parts to compete 
against large concerns that turn out 
in quantities a home-made, low-priced 
machine

FIRST WHITE MAN IN LABRADOR 
TABLELAND 
HERE arrived in New York a few 
weeks ago a man who had just 
returned from exploring a part of 
North America never before trodden by 
a white man. He is H. Hesketh Prit- 
chard, the head of a little expedition 
of three men who have penetrated into 
the Labrador tableland 200 miles north 
of the place where Leonidas Hubbard 
died of starvation. 

Mr, Pritchard is an Englishman and 
an indefatiguable searcher of the Bri- 
tish-American wilds, He has always had 
a hankering for the unknown land of 
Labrador that has fascinated so many 
daring explorers and has proved fatal 
to some. This year he gratified his long- 
ing by going into it and probing a ter- 
ritory that figures as a blank on the 
maps, 

With him went another Englishman, 
Gathorne Hardy, and a Newfoundlancer, 
Robert Porter, Hardy is a nephew of 
Lord Cranbrooke. His work was to map 
the unknown country, and Pritchard’s 
was to attend to the natural history 
cud of the trip. They were completely 
suecessful, and though they followed 
Hubbard’s plan of ‘‘living ou the eovn- 
try,’’ they eseaped the melancholy end 
which came to that plan in his case. 

‘*We started from Buglain 1?" says Mr.

mission stations in Labrador, Twenty 
miles back ot Nain the country is en- 
tirely unexplored,’’ 

When Pritchard and his companions 
announced their purpose, the Eskimos 
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were very much disturbed and tried to 
dissuade them, They urged the adven- 
turers to make their journey by Frank’s 
Brook, which is a trodden trail, Wil- 
liam Cabot of Boston has been up it 
with the Eskimos, and it is one of the 
recognized Indian trails of Labrador 
now, 

‘*But,’’ said Mr, Pritchard, with that 
peculiar idea of the rules of the game 
which prevails among explorers, ‘‘1 did- 
n't want to take Cabot’s country.’’ So 
they struck out an entirely new route. 

‘It so happened,’’ said Mr, Pritchard, 
‘*that there was a lot of water in the 
Fraser River and we made very good 
time with our canoes for a considerable 
distance, But as we went along the 
valley we got more and more shut in 
until the hills rose to a height of 1,500 
feet on each side, A time came when 
we were at the end of navigable water, 
and had to carry up our stuff out on 
the high ground. That was the most 
difficult part of the whole trip.’’ 

““What was your chief trouble?’’ 

‘*Mosquitos,’’ answered Mr. Pritchard 
promptly. “People in this part of the 
world don’t know anything about mos- 
quitos. Nobody does who hasn’t been 
in the North, If you were reading a 
book and closed it abruptly the print 
would be indistinguishable for the mass 
of murdered mosquitos that would be 
caught in the pages. 

‘*And here is a eurious thing. If you 
walk for a considerable distance in a 
strong wind, when you reach your des- 
tination the windward side of your face 
would be its normal size and the lee- 
ward side would be swelled up double 
what it used to be. The wind, you see, 
had blown the mosquitos against one 
side of your face. It sounds like a 
traveler’s yarn, but it is the absolute 
truth, 

“‘Tf you slapped your hand suddenly 
on a fellow’s back you would take it 
away covered with dead mosquitos from 
wrist to finger tips. 

‘*When we got up on the top of the 
tableland we found it rose to a height 
of 2,090 feet, when it rolled away in 
billows from that point to the George 
River.’’ 

‘*What sort of country was it?’’ 

‘«The tableland is simply rolling deso- 
lation. Jacques Cartier called it ‘the 
land that God gave to Cain,’ When we 
got up on the tableland Porter took one 
look at it and said, ‘This must be the 
identical spot where Cain is buried.’ 
But,’’ added Mr. Pritchard with fair- 
ness, ‘‘it is a magnificent sporting coun- 
try. 

‘*We didn’t really expect to find this 
rolling country there, because all the 
other people who have been thereabout, 
such as Hubbard and Wallace, kept to 
the valley and had timber all the way. 
Up on the high ground there was just 
enough of that low birch to boil a kettle 
and no more, 

‘*When we came to the heavy pack, 
the pack up the valley, the Eskimo had 
had enough. He came to me and said 
he couldn’t possibly go on working on 
$1.50 a day. That night he deserted. 
It made us very anxious, because we 
didn’t know what sort of a story he

‘«The fishing was most extraordinary, 
We continually caught those large lake 
trout, namayeush, they call them, We 
ilso killed a few ptarmigan. Some days 
we could get encugh food to supplement 
our rations, and some days we would- 


‘*On our march to the George it got 
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‘*Tien, unfortunately, I sprained my] pold 


ankle on the George, and had to lie uP| whieh the world depends and the satis 
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n’t, and if it hadn’t been for the deer 
we wouldn’t be here today. In deer 
killing we simply used the old-time 
methods that have been employed in 
that country for literally hundreds of 
years; we translated the Eskimo meth- 
ods into modernity, and really lived the 
life of the savage. 

‘The weather was good going in, but 
pretty bad coming out. ‘The first frosts 
on the tableland began about the mid- 
dle of August, when we had to break 
ice in the morning, but even then you 
might find it very hot in the middle of 
the day. When it was hot the mos 
quitos knocked off, but resumed busi 
ness when it got cold again.’’ 


NORTHERN AGRICULTURE 
T is wonderful what growth is made 
by plants under the long-continued 
light of the Aretie summer, not- 
withstanding the fact that the sun at- 
tains uo great elevation above the hori- 
zon, The light, such as it is, is almost 
constant for weeks together, and this 
constancy makes up, in great part, for 
the shortness of the season. 

In Siberia, agrieulture ceases at about 
sixty degrees of north latitude, but in 
Norway oats ripen at sixty-nine degrees, 
rye at a half degree, and barley at a 
whole degree farther north, In Finmark 
the summer heat is intense, and day- 
light is continvous for ten weeks, 

The rapid growth of vegetation In 
Finmark is almost incredible. During 
the short summer crops are sown, ripen- 
ed and harvested, It bas been found 
by experiment that in latitude sixty- 
five degrees north barley will grow two 


eral successive days. Barley is harvest- 
ed in ten weeks after being sown, 

At Hammerfest, in latitude seventy 
degrees and forty minutes north, the 
grass grows underneath the snow, and 
hay is made in a month after the snow 


has left the fields. Here the Scotch fir 
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flourishes vigorously, sometimes reaeh- 
ing an altitude of eighty feet. But a 
little farther east in this sane latitude, 
in winter, mereury and even brandy fre- 
a freeze in the open air, 

A Norwegian scientist spent thirty 
years of his life in making experiments 
to determine the effects of the midnight 
sun, during the Scandinavian summers, 
on the wheat and other grain crops. The 
conclusion he reached was that wheat, 
corn and other seeds imported from a 
warmer elime, when cultivated under 
this unintermittent sunlight, beeome 
hardier as well as larger, and that the 
are better able to resist excessive cold. 
The colors of these grains are also gra- 
oy changed to a richer and darker 

ue. 

Wild and cultivated fruits, ripened in 
northern lands, have a livelier aroma 
and flavor than the same fruits grown 
under more southern skies.

THE PUCKERLESS PERSIMMON 

The scientists of the United States 
Department of Agriculture have many 
queer problems to solve, but two. of the 
oldest now before them relate to the 
persimmon, The first is how to ab 
stract what is known as the ‘‘pucker’’ 
from the persimmon, and the other is 
how to grow that fruit without the 
‘‘pucker.’’ This is not, however, a 
new undertaking, as the department has 
been giving a most careful study to 
these problems for several years. There 
are some big varieties of persimmons 
that look almost like tomatoes, and 
they make a very delicious spoon fruit 
when they are ripe; but they become 
too soft to ship after they have ripened 
on the tree, and if picked green and 
shipped like most other fruits their as- 
tringeney precludes them from being 
used as a food. 

The scientists at work on these two 
problems have discovered that the Jap 
anese for centuries have been treating 
the persimmon with the fumes of sake, 
Sake is to the Japanese what whisky 
is to Americans, although the two are 
very dissimilar, It was also discovered 
that the Japanese in the early days did 
not understand why the fumes of sake 
had the effeet of removing the ‘*‘puck- 
er’’ from the persimmon; but the scien 
tists at the department of agriculture 
say that it is because it changes the 
tannin in the fruit to soluble crystals, 
and they have been testing all manner 
of alcoholic fumes, with the result that 
the problem of taking the ‘‘pucker’’ 
out of the persinmon has almost been 
solved, 

Then there is the persimmon that has 
no ‘*pucker.’? This fruit was original- 
ly found by one of the department’s 
explorers on an expedition into the in- 
terior of China, It grows south of the 
frost belt and, unlike the other per- 
simmon, does not have to hang on the 
tree until it has become brown and 
cracked by frosts in order to be fit 
for eating. Specimens of this fruit are 
coming along well at some of the de- 
partment’s experimental stations in the 
South, and it is predicted that they 
will appear in the northern market be 
fore many years have passed,
